Retently I have been watching the 
building. 
For very many days work was con- 
fined to pile-driving. It seemed to 
the onlooker an endless operation. 
Thud, thud, thud, day after day and 
week after week. There was nothing 


‘to show for it. All the work was 


underground. The long piles went 
in and were lost to sight, The casual 
observer ‘could see no change what- 
Over after a month or two of strenuous 


work. Then one day the builders 
began upon the superstrocture. With 
startling rapidity it rose, story alter 
story, till at last the roo’ crowned the 
whole. Itis now many weeks since 
the building attained its full propor- 
tions, but it is still covered with ite 
bamboo screening. Again nothing 
seems to be happening. The outline 


remains as it wat. The work 
obviously incom 
no change Whatever. 


We all know that cach of these 
three stages is necessary. . First the 
Uhseen foundations must be well and 
truly leid: then the superstracture 
must be run up; finally the interior 
work must be thoroughly done and 
all the finishing touches given if the 
building is to be suitable for human 
habitation. Is it not something like 
this in the individual life and in the 
development of the Christian Church? 
The foundations take a lot of 
painstaking work: in the home 
circle, in the church fellowship, or 
elsewhere; there is very little sign of 
progress; we may tend to become 
quite discouraged, There may follow 
a sudden conversion leading to 
surprisingly rapid growth in the 
spiritual life. We ice to see how 
the young Christien apprehends new 
truth and how his character is shaped 
when once he has yielded to the love 
of God in Christ. But the rapid 


growth often gives place to a period 


of slower progress. The interior 


work goes on and the building is. 
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being made a more fitting abode for 
the Spirit of God. But there is 
perhaps very little to show. The 
processes are not visible to the casual 
observer. It almost seems as if 
nothing were happening. Yet each 
period is essential for rearing this 
temple not made with hands, 


It has been the custom to use 
statistics of church membership as 
the one ready means for recording 
progress. We all know they are apt 
to mislead, but our craving for visible 
results or our response to that craving 
in others causes us still to use them. 
All mes well with the church if 
only ite membership, the size of ite 
schoole and Sanday echoole, the 
patient« in ite hospitals, are increas 
ing. When these stand ill there is 
anxiety and eelf-examination. That 
ie not, in iteelf, a bad thing, for we 
certainly need to take stock and look 
into the work and into our own 
hearts from time to time. But it is 
fatally easy to let the outward signs 
determine our attitude and mood, 
There are times, and these may in 
the end be the most productive, when 
progress is not registered by such 
signs and when a great work of the 
Spirit goes on without obsertation’’. 
Those who say, “Lo here and Lo 
chere are really missing the most 
significant events. 


Ie ft not true that we are in the 
midet of such a time in China now? 
Lem very far indeed from wishing us 
to think little of the bringing in of 
gouls into the Kingdom of our Lord. 
The church that has not a great 
outreach towards the unevangelized is 
dead indeed. Nevertheless there 
does seem to have come a time when 
a deeper work of the Spirit is very 
urgently needed. The church needs 
to be purged of much dross and 
_ insincerity. We need to see Jesus 
afresh and to understand more deeply 
what discipleship means in the indi- 
vidual and in the common life. We 
need a church that can see and seize 
the amazing opportunity presented 
in the rising tide of national life and 
enthusiasm and in all the new ideas 
that are seething in men’s minds 
We need the power to give without 
aquivocation the message of -God 

self to this people. We need, in 


short, a church made ready in all its 
parts to be the dwelling place of the 
Most High. Not so much a larger as 
a cleaner and better fitted temple is 
the demand of today. The found- 
ations were laid in quiet work that 
brought scarcely any sign of progress 
to the patient pioneers. The structure 
ran up with amazing speed and men 
marvelled to see so many crowding 
into the Kingdom. Now the progress 
may for a time be largely in the 
interior work, unseen but of crucial 
importance, 


In the elder days of art 
Builders wrought with greatest 
care 
Each minute and unseen part 
For the Gods see every where. 
Let us do our work as well, 
Both the unseen and the seen, 
Make the house where God may 
dwell 
Beautiful, entire, and clean. 


We want to make progress. Let us 
not be deceived either by outward 
success or outward failure. Let us 
test our work by inward measures 
which our God-given spiritual sense 
supplies. Even if by there there 
seems to be but little progress, let us 
‘press on With the Lord not only 
is one day as a thousand years when 
with amazing suddenness the results 
of a life time seem to be achieved 
over night; with Him also a thousand 
years are at times as one day when 
with amazing slowness, but very 
surely, He works on, having, as it 
were, but a days work to show for a 
millennium of patient, unseen toil.

As this namber of the Bulletin goes 
to press, China’s representatives are 
discussing with those from many 
other lands the deepest issues that 
face humanity today. They are 
thinking of these things on the Mount 
of Olives at the season of the year 
when men the world over pause to 
remember the Savior who loved to go 
out upon that Mount and who was 
led forth from it to offer up His life 
for us all. The affairs of the human 
race, the needs and opportunities of 


today, will be considered in the light 
of what Jesus said and did, what He 
suffered and how He rose triumphant 
over death. Readers of the Bulletin 
will be sharing with our representa- 
tives, as far as we can, these 
momentous days of spiritual fellow- 
ship and illumination. We shall 
expect to receive our friends back 
with their eyes opened to new aspects 
of truth, their hearts moved to fresh 
devotion, their lips touched with « 
live coal from the altar. 


But it is not enough that we expect 
these things for them or from them. 
Bechuse we have not joined in this 
pilgrimage and shared the days of 
conference, are we albeolved from 
responsibility? Is the burden of the 
world and the opportunity for the 
charch to be lef, with them just 
because they ave this unique 
experience? Surely not. In these 
days may we not all be sharing to 
some extent in the Jerusslem 
Meeting? We can, in our own places 
and with our own groups, be looking 
freshly at the world’s need in the 
light of the life, death, and resur- 
rection of Jesus of Nazareth. As we 
do this, we shall be prepared to 
receive what comes back to us through 
our brethren and sisters now in 
Jerusalem. 


The China Delegates 


To refresh our memories we may 
bring again before our mind’s eye the 
group who have gone to Jerusalem 
from this country... Our Chairman 
and Genera! Secretary, Dr. Yui and 
Dr. Cheng, will naturally be thought 
of as leaders of the group. Dr. R. v. 
Lo, with an intimate knowledge of 
the Council’s work; Mr. T. C. Bau of 
Hanechow, whose work in the 
Baptist group has been so much 
appreciated; Mr. Gotteberg of Chang- 
sha, Professor T. C. Chao of Peking, 
and Dr. Luella Miner of Tsinan have 
all had experience of cooperative 
work for many years and are now 
members of the Council’s Executive 
Committee. From more distant 
sections of the country, members 
have been drawn who are not them- 
selves members of the National 
Christian Council, such as Donald 
Fay from Szechwan, and Dr. Kao 
O'Neill from Manchuria. 
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Tsinan sends also two who are not 
members of the Council, Rev. Yee 
Heing-ling and Dr. Li Tien-lu. Rev. 
Marcus Cheng knows many parts of 
the country from his wide travels 
and labors of love, and Rev. V. 8. 
Tom brings the Kwangtung view- 
point. Women’s work will be spoken 
to by Mies Teeng of Changsha, Miss 
Lambert of Foochow, and Mrs. C. C. 
Chen of Shanghai. Dr. Wei of 
Wuchang brings his experience of 
recent years at the Central China 
University, and Dr. Wallace his 
knowledge not only of Szechwan but 
of educational work all over the 
country. In Mr. Lobenstine we have 
concentrated the experience and 
wiedom of many years of leadership 
in cooperative enterprise. With the 
group, though not a delegate, «6 
coopted member for secretarial work, 
is Dr. Willard Lyon, known and 
lowed in every part of China. It is 
these men and women, each one of 
whom has won for him or berself « 
place of apecial infloence and affec- 
Feen. to whom is entrusted the task of 


‘gecking to interpret the Christian 


movement in China and of bringing 
back to the churches here the mensage 
of Jerusalem. It ie bard to see how 
the Christian commanity could have 
been better served. Several names 
that will be missed are of those who 
found it imposible to go, such as 
Miss Tine Shu-ching, Rev. Z. I. 
Kaung, Dr. Leighton Stuart, and Dr. 
T. Z. Koo. The difficulty of selecting 
from #0 large a Geld was very great. 
We may be thankfal that such 3 
delegation has in fact been secured 
and is now in Jerusalem. 


Pre-Jerusalem Meeting 


In the middle of February a small 
group of other Chinese and foreign 
leaders met with most of the delegates 
to discuss the questions coming up at 
Jerusalem. The meeting was full of 
interest. Each of the main topics 
was taken up by a group and reports 
were presented to the whole con- 


ference and discussed. As such a 


full review of the material was given 
in the last number of the Bulletin 
and as the next number will contain 
reports of the Jerusalem Meeting 
itself, it seems unnecessary to go over 
the ground covered in any detail. 


Among the questions which were 
most keenly discussed were: the need 
for a clear emphasis upon Christ as 
the Redeemer from sin; the fact that 
while Christians do pot profess 
perfectly to fulfil Christ’s ideal, there 
has been throughout the Christian 
centuries a certain type of life which 
is characteristically Christian and is 
made possible through faith in Him; 
the need for a clearer understanding 
of what Christian toleration involves: 
the expression of the Christian 
challenge to the whole war system; 
the need for a very clear pronounce- 
ment on the place of the teaching of 
the Bible as the firet essential in 
religious education; the importance 
at the same time, of emphasise on 
character-building and on activities 
directed to that end. In discussing 
the Christian message in relation wo 
scientific truth, the following word- 
ing was suggested: “The faith of a 
Christian does not assume that he 
knows the whole truth; neither does 
he say that he knows nothing. He 
knows in part and goes on seeking to 
know more. In thie respect it is in 
fullest accord with modern scientific 
thought.’’ 


A challenge was thrown down to 
the assumption that economic 
independence is a sine qua non for 
spiritual! vitality and it was urged 
that-Jesusalom should seek to reach 
an understanding on this matter. 
Wide differences of opinion were 
expreaped as to whether the mission, 
6s a Seperate entity, should continue 
te exist or, on the other hand, should 
merge ite life completely in the 
church. A number of cases where 
Chinese Christians had stood firm 
under attack and suffering were 
brought together fora brief record of 
steadfastness. It was felt that such 
records would have a value far beyond 
the Meeting at Jerusalem. The 
matter was referred to the staff for 
further study. 


These few notes of three full days 
give, of course, no proper picture of 
them, but may serve to show some- 
thing of their scope and interest. 
The delegates left soon after the 
conference closed with a sense of 
their grave responsibility and the 
affectionate support of their friends 
in China. 


En Route 


But little detail bas reached us of 
the journey. The delegation had 
been meeting day by day for study 
and for prayer. Travelling on the 
same steamer were the Japanese anil 
Philippine delegates with whom our 
friends were having much happy 
intercourse. With Dr. Yui as 
chairman and Dr. Cheng as vice- 
chairman, the group was going over 
the material gathered in the last few 
monthe from study groups in China 
and the printed reports issued by the 
International Missionary Council. 


They had a wide field for study and 


seem to have enjoyed the work, aided 
by very fine weather. In Hone 
Kong local Christiane toured them 
round the ivland and gave them a 
fine reception in every way. T. C. 
Chao and F. S. O'Neill epoke to « 
crowded meeting. In Singapore aleo 
they were very warmly received, 
shown the beauties of the place and 
given fall opportunity of addressing 
the local Christians. 


Of the meeting in Hong Kong one 
of the delegates writes: 


“We were shown around the Island 
of Hong Kong aod were all greatly 
impressed with the wonderfal 
development of the place. In the 
evening, after dinner at a Chinese 
restaurant, a masse meeting was held 
in the Y.M.C.A. Over five hundred 
Christian people came to listen to the 
meseages given by representatives of 
the three delegations. The spirit 
shown at the meeting, which was two 
and a half hours long, was indicative 
of the importance people attach to 
the coming conference, and was aleo 
a hopeful eign of a yet greater degree 
of unity among the churches and 
Christians in China.“ 

Another delegate, in writing of the 
possibilities/ before the Jerusalem 
Meeting, used the following words in 
a private letter which we venture to 
reproduce: 


We go on a truly important 
mission. We want to go in a spirit 
of earnest expectation and deep 
earnestness. The issues are great; 
there are no greater anywhere in the 
world. Is Jesus’ gospel practical? 


Can it be lived by men today? Whg. Pa 
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is involved in living it? Is our 
young friend in steerage (Bill 
Simpson’s companion) right? In 
what respects, if at all? Has our 
church a message today that is OF“ 
Christ? What would He have the 
church say and do? How far have 


we gone astray in our ideas and 


emphasis? and so forth. We pray 
that new light may break at 
Jerusalem on us all. We certainly 
need it. We pray for new courage 
and faith to undertake the new 
tasks. Getheemane and Calvary! 
What will their message be to our 
hearte? Oh, that we may really be 
fitted to hear His voice speak to our 
modern world the eternal truth of 


Calvary!" 


A cable was received from Port 
Said, informing the National Chrie- 
tian Council of the arrival of the 
delegates on March h and adding 
that they were intending to spend « 
few days in Egypt before going on to 
Jerusalem. The daily press bas since 
then contained a report of the open- 
ing meeting with reference to Dr. 
Mott’s introductory address in which 
he drew attention to the importance 
of Christianity defining its attitude 
towards the new national groups 
which ate developing racial con- 
eciousness.”’ 


What to Expect 


A vast amount of time, thought, 
money and prayer have gone into the 
preparation for thie meeting. Wil! 
it be worth it all? Some may be 
skeptical. None can be positive. It 
ean scarcely be doubted, however, 
that a group of eo many trusted and 
devoted men and women, Seeking 
with one heart and mind to know the 
will of God in there days and patting 
Christ Himself first in all their think- 
ing, will fail to learn much. To 
question this would surely be to doubt 
the active presence of the Holy Spirit 
in the world today. The days on the 
Mount of Olives will bring a keen 
sense of Christ's adequacy to meet 
the world’s need, a fresh devotion to 
Him, a deeper understanding of His 
purposes for the world. There will 
be plans discussed that should help 
in China towards a more perfect 
adjustment of various agencies in 
meeting our common task and in the 


home lands to a better knowledge of 
what that task is and how the older 
churches may help best in the tasks 
the younger are called to undertake. 
Changes in emphasis, in organization, 
in attitude may be called for. More 
daring experiments may be decided 
upon. Fresh ventures of faith may 
be undertaken. Upon the group 
gathered in Jerusalem falle the 
responsibility of finding a common 


mind and thinking their way through 


very complex questions, ever attentive 
to what the Spirit has to say to the 
churches. To the rest of us, the 
opportunity will come when our 
friends return to try with them to 
work out in daily tasks what has been 
seen upon the Mount of Vision.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


The New Opportunities 
for Evangelism 


On March 15th the Committee on 
Evangelism and Retreats met. 
Reports were received from various 
parts of China showing that 21 
provinces and 114 cities participated 
in the New Year's Week of Evangel- 
ism and that during thie time 98,046 
sheets of tracts from the Wen Shih 
and from the Religious Tract Society 
were distributed by the churches. 


One member of the Committee, 
Rev. Ling Tien-ho, who had just 
returned from a trip to Canton, told 
of the united efforts of the Christian 
forces there in acity-wide evangelistic 
campaign. He found keen interest 
shown by the Christians, both 
Chinese and foreign, in giving them- 


sel ves to the work, and the oppor- 
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tunities for holding meetings were 
more than he was able to accept. 
He felt that this is an opportune time 
for Christians to push forward rather 
than to halt in their advance. 


Another member, Mre. Renyin 
May, told how the Christian homes 
are aleo becoming the centers for 
evangeliem and Mr. Lee Chi-an 
spoke of the evangelistic bands of 
Shantung and their regular preaching 
tours. Prison evangeliem is also 
carried on by quite a few churches 
in the same province. 


Rev. K. Box mentioned the fact 
that the country poeple are more and 
more coming to church for healing 
purposes. He wished that the charch 
might not only meet their physical 
needs bat their intellectoal and 
epiritaal needs as well. 


Rev. Z. T. Kaung, the chairman, 
reported that a big evangelistic 
campaign is planned by the Shanghai 


chutches. 


The Christian Endeavor Society 
representative informed the meeting 
that they are emphasizing personal 
evangelism through their Unions in 
various parts of China. 


The National Committee of the 
Y. MC. A. has just launched among 
students « three-year stady of the 
life of Jesus to celebrate the nine- 
teenth centenary of Christ's minie- 
try. Retreats will be held in 
Association centers for spiritual 
enrichment and evangelistic outreach. 


The Secretary of the Committee, 
Rey. K. T. Chung, has scheduled a 
tour among the important cities 
slong the Shanghai-Hangchow and 
Shanghai-Nanking railways. In 
each city a retreat will be held. 
The question of the Christ-way of 
life and how Christians may beara 
stronger witness to Him will be the 
central theme. 


After this two months’ trip, a 
retreat will be planned in Shanghai 
to consider the best use of the Week 
of Prayer, January 1929, as a season 
in which to develop the spirit of 
intercession and prayer among 


Christians and the Week of Evan- 
gelism during February 1929. The 


message, literature, and method will 
be considered. 


Religious Education 


After doing a good deal of prepara- 
tory work for the Jerusalem Meeting, 
the Committee on Religious Educa- 
tion concluded that it would be wise 
to concentrate on one or two special 
lines of activity. The review of the 
whole Held and the needs in various 
directions prepared, after the diecue- 
sions in the committee, by Mr. Frank 
Price, enabled the committee to form 
a clearer idea of what were the 
outstanding needs for the immediate 
future. It has been decided to calla 
small conference, probably to meet 
during the latter part of July, at 
which persons who are prepared to 
undertake fresh literary work in the 
field of religious education will meet 
for a week or two, pooling their ideas 
and preparing the way for farther 
work during the ensuing twelve 
months. it was felt to be desirable 
that thie meeting should be held at 
some place where members of the 
group could attend Sunday schools 
and other similar gatherings to try 
out some of the material which they 
had previously prepared. It was felt 
that cooperation is nieded in this 
important field and that, while some 
of the needs are being met in a fairly 
adequate way, there are other needs 
for which little or nothing is now 
being prepared. Other similar 


groupe may be gathered in other 
centres. 


The committee has been asked to 
give special attention to the prepara- 
tion of forms of service for use at 
weddings and funerals in which 
valuable elements in China’s past 
customs may be woven into the 
Christian ceremonies. Requests have 
also come for help in connection with 
outlines for church worship and there 
are a good many who would be glad 
if the committee would give more 
attention to the problem created by 
the lack of candidates for the minis- 
try which is felt in a number of 
churches. The committee is looking 
eagerly for fresh light on various 
aspects of this great question from 


the meeting in Jerusalem, but in the 
meantime is proceeding to study and 
work along the lines indicated above. 


Church and Mission 


For the Committee on Church and 
Mission Administration a memoran- 
dum was prepared by Mr. Marx 
which was handed to the members of 
the Jerusalem delegation. In this 
memorandum the different aspects of 
the question are brought out clearly 
and a large amount of material has 
been reviewed in order to indicate 
what are the trends of thought and 
action in thie matter. The memoran- 
dum was prepared somewhat hastily 
and there was no adequate time for 
ite discussion in the committee. The 
committee has therefore devoted 
iteelf during the last month to a very 
thorough review of this memorandum 
which ie not yet completed, but it 
hopes, in the course of time, to be 
able to publish the results of ite work. 


The memorandum deals with the 
question under the following main 
headings: (1) Reasons for Considera- 
tion of the Question; (2) Aims and 
Attitaodes: (3) Need and Extent of 
Future Cooperation; (4) Chorch and 
Mission Relations: (5) The Church 
at the Center: (6) Agencies of the 
Older Churches (dealing with the 
Mission Board, the Mission, the 
Missionary, and Federated Organiza- 
tions): (7) Financial Subsidies; (8) 
Property; (9) Missions and 
ments. 


Those who ate interested in these 
questions and have not seen the 
original memorandum can secure «4 
copy by writing to the National 
Christian Council. It is hoped that 
the revised memorandum will be 
evailable in a month or two. 


Christianizing Economic 
Relations 


Labor Sunday 


In connection with the Committee 
on Cooperation with the People’s 
Movement, the Committee on 
Christianizing Economic Relations 
(through the Council’s Chinese 
Bulletin) is requesting all the Chris- 


tian churches in China to observe 
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the first Sunday in May as Labor 
Sunday. Materials on the subject of 
Christianizing the labor movement, 
together with an outline for a sermon, 
have been put into the hands of 
church leaders. It is hoped that all 
the pastors in the country will help 
their respective constituencies to 
obtain a better understanding of the 
suffering of the masses, the com- 
plexity of the industrial problems, 
and the need for an enlightened 
Christian opinion and a fresh accept- 
ance of Christian responsibility in 
thie matter. 


Future Work 


A sub-committee was appointed to 
study the past work of the committee, 
the budget spent, the present needs, 
and the future policy. The question 
of the renewal of Mr. Rockefeller’s 
gift to the committee was also to be 
considered. An informal conference 
of the sub-committee with the 
representatives of the National Com- 
mittees of the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W. 
A.C. has been arranged for the purpose 
of mapping out a more effective Chrie- 
tian industrial policy and program 
in order to meet the urgent needs of 
the laboring class in China. The 
committee would welcome any 
suggestions as to the type of work it 
ought to take up, judging from the 
needs in local situations. 


Workers’ Education 


Ever increasing interest in the 
education of working people has 
been reported. Besides the work 
being done in Tientein and Tsinan, 
the Shanghai Y.W.C.A. is conducting 
five classes for the women workers in 
printing presses, tobacco companies, 
and silk filatures. The Shanghai 
Y.M.C.A. has four classes and a 
trade achool for the workers’ children, 
with an attendance of 162 boys. 
Recently a small group of active 
young men and women in Shanghai 
have pledged themselves to meet 
once in a month to face up to the 
actual problems in connection with 
the workers’ education in this locality 
and the best means to solve them. 


New Publications 


1. The 16th issue of the Chinese 
Industrial Bulletin for March con- 
tains Industrial Problems in the 


Jerusalem Meeting, The Modified 
Regulations of Conciliation and Arbi- 
tration regarding Industrial Disputes in 
Shanghai, and so forth. 


2. The first two pamphlets in the 
biographical series (in Chinese) 
George Cadbury by Dr. Hodgkin, and 
Walter Rauachenbuech by Mise Helen 
Thoburn, are now ready for sale. 
Others are to follow. This series is 
an attempt to portray the application 
of Christian principles to industrial 
problems in thinking and acting, as 
exemplified in the lives of some 
leading personalities. 


Committee on Cooperation 
With the People’s 
Movement 


At the last annual meeting it was 
decided that the Council should 
give some effort to a etudy of how to 
help the Christians in China to feel 
that although we are not a political 
organization, yet we, as Christian 
citizens, do serve the nation in various 
ways. Our part in the building of 
the nation is not only to help meet 
the economic needs, but also the 
spiritual requirements. After the 
organization of this committee as it 
was appointed by the Executive, 
several conferences were held with 
the chairmen and secretaries of 
various standing committees of the 
National Christian Council. The 
following plan was proposed: that 
starting from May in this year until 
April of next year, we draw up a 
year’s plan for united efforts from 
the churches either in rendering 
constructive services to the people 
along suggested lines or in carrying 
on study groups on related topics. 
The schedule of topics is as follows: 


May-——Labor and Civic Education 
June—Health and Recreation 
July—Popular Education 
September—Anti-Opium Week 
October—Home Betterment 
November—hBible Study and the 
Promotion of Christian Literature 
December— Christian Cooperation 
January, 1929— Week of Prayer 
February— Week of Evangelism 
March — Rural Life 
April Religious Education 


Materials will be prepared by the 
standing committees concerned and 
will be published in our Bulletin at 
least a month or two in advance of 
the time so that those who receive 
the Bulletin may make their plans 
along the suggested lines if they find 
these are useful to their localities. 
There is no idea that we recommend 
this whole list for adoption by 
churches everywhere, but we feel 
that among the above topics there 
will surely be some subjects which 
will fit the peculiar needs of each 
locality. In the material there will 
be given a detailed plan for carrying 
out these activities, with notes as to 
where farther helpfal material can 
be secured as well as an outline for 
study which can be used as a basis 
for group thinking. The first issue, 
on Labor, appeared on March Ist. 
The committee will be pleased to 
send five copies free on request, and 
further copies if such are desired, at 
a charge of two cents each to cover 
the postage. The committee will 
welcome communications from 
friends as to their experience and 
opinion in regard to this project. 


Anti - Narcotic Committee 


The Anti-Narcotic Committee has 
had three meetings since October. 
Ite work, besides cooperating with the 
National Anti-Opium Association, 
is to stimulate interest in this work 
among our own ccnstituency. Plans 
have been made to hold the Anti- 
Opium Week from October Ist to 7th, 
1928. The outline of the program is 
as follows: October 1, Publicity; 
October 2, Family Day: October 8, 
Hospital Day; October 4, Law 
Enforcement Day; October 5, Inter- 
national Day; October 6, School Day: 
October 7, Opium Sunday. Special 
material will be prepared by the 
Anti-Opiam Association, but the 
committee will prepare its own 
material to go along with this to the 
churches. 


A National Anti-Opium Con- 
ference is planned for April, 1929 by 
the National Anti-Opium Associa- 
tion. The aims and work of the con- 
ference will be to review the anti- 
opium work done by the local 
associations during the past five 
years and the statistics in regard to 
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the anti-opium and narcotic situation 
and to make preparations for the 
Geneva Anti-Opium Conference in 
the autumn of 1929. This will 
include the election of a people’s 
delegate to attend that conference. 
The conference will also undertake 
the formulation of the policy and 
program of the future work of the 
People’s Anti-Opium Movement. 
The Anti-Narcotic Committee will 
lend its support to this conference. 


The China Medical Association 
has been approached by the Chekiang 
Provincial authorities as to the 
possibility of securing the coopera- 
tion of the Christian hospitals in 
Chekiang for ameliorative work 
among opium addicte. This com- 
mittee has helped to bring about this 
approach. The China Medical Asso- 
ciation has written letters to the 
superintendents of the Chekiang 
Christian hospitals asking that they 
will be ready to support this good 
work if they are approached by the 
authorities. During the last anti- 
opium movement before 1917, the 
Christian bospitals throughout China 


gave their services unreservedly in 


helping to cure opium addicts. We 
hope that Chekiang will make a start 
and that the example of this province 
will be followed throughout China. 


THE ASSOCIATE GENERAL 
SECRETARY. 


All who know the Genera! Secre- 
tary of the National Christian 
Council, Dr. C. V. Cheng, value above 
all his wise counsel, his broad sym- 
pathies and the insight and inspira- 
tion which all mark his public 
utterances. In order that he may be 
free to make the full contribution of 
his experience and personality to the 
churches, it has long been felt that 
the Council needed an Associate 
General Secretary who would work 
very closely with Dr. Cheng and 
enable him to give a larger proportion 
of his time to travel and to speaking 
and writing. The Executive Com- 
mittee is confident that it has now 
found the right man for this respon- 
sible service. On the fifteenth of 
March, Mr. L. D. Cio (X NH) of 


Foochow entered upon his work in 
the secretarial group as Aseociate 
General Secretary. His colleagues 
and members of the Council extended 
to him a very hearty welcome both 
for his own sake and for the added 
power his presence will give to the 
General Secretary. Much of the 
regular correspondence of the General 
Secretary will now be handled by 
Mr. Cio; he will give special attention 
to the financing of the Council from 
the Chinese side and he will make it 
his business to keep in direct touch 
with the committee work and in fact 
with all the varied activities of the 
N. C. C. He comes to the Council 
after wide experience in connection 
with the . M. C. A., the Fukien 
Christian Council and various other 
activities. He is a member of the 
Anglican Communion and he will 
add strength to the lay element in 
the staff. He has now brought his 
wife and family to Shanghai and we 
hope that he and they will soon feel 


entirely settled into the surroundings 
and work. 


Mr. Cio has already the friendship 
of a considerable number of the 
Council’s friends and supporters. It 
is hoped that others when in Shane- 
hai will make «a point of calling at 
the Missions Building and making 
personal contact. In the meantime, 
Mr. Cio has introduced himself to 
readers of the Bulletin in the fol- 
lowing brief word: 


About five years ago! was offered 
a good position in a non-Christian 
constituency and was going to accept 
it. When my father heard about it, 
he immediately stopped me and ex- 
pressed his wish to see me taking up 
some Christian work. After gradua- 
tion from Foochow College I was 
engaged to teach in the same College. 
By that time I had made up my mind 
to offer myself to God. After two 
years’ teaching, I accepted the call of 
the Foochow Y.M.C.A. where | con- 
tinued my service until the end 
of February, 1926. Then I was bor- 
rowed by the National Committee of 
the Y.M.C.A. for a while. I am very 
much pleased that the call from the 
N. C. C. came to me, so giving me an 
opportunity to have a direct contact 
with the Christian Church in China. 


J realize the great difficulties 
which lie before the Christian 
church. Many thorny problems have 
to be solved. It is good to express 
the hope that problems may be 
solved; but the only way to solve 
any problem is to get in to share the 
responsibility. With this thought in 
mind, | boldly accepted the call of 
the N. CC. By the help of God, 
through the leadership and coopera- 
tion of Council members, Committee 
members and other secretaries, 1 
offered my allegiance and loyalty to 
serve the Christian church in China, 
desiring that Jesus Christ may have 
His first place in the Chinese 
Christian church.“ 


RECENT ACTION ON 
RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 


The following abstract of an article 
appearing in the China for Christ 
Bulletin will be of interat to those who 
do not sce that publication or do not 
read Chinese. The N.C.C. haa for some

Generale Chang and New, who 
are both keen Christians and also 
ardent members of the Kuomintang 
Party, have been exerting themselves 
in urging the Executive Committee 
of the Central Kuomintang Govern- 
ment to reissue their former orders, 
granting religious liberty to the 
people. They have in this way 
rendered a good service to the 
Christian church. We are publish- 
ing in our Bulletin, therefore, the 
following information for our fellow- 
Christians. 


Recommendations by Generals 

Chang Chih Chiang and New 

Yung Chien to the Kuomintang 
Government 


The people’s right of religious 
liberty has been recognized by every 
nation in the world. Since the 
uprisings of the Communist Party, 
many slogans have been current 
urging that certain religions, and 
particularly Christianity, should be 
thrown down. We should know that 


Christianity in China is different — 


— 
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from the Greek Religion in Russia, 
the former being the Protestant 
Religion. This religion includes in 
ite doctrine the idea of revolution. 
It emphasizes particularly the salva- 
tion of the lower classes of people 
who are in the midst of suffering and 
misery. It has no connection what- 
goever with imperialism. The Com- 
muniet Party are in enmity with 
Christianity just because the latter 
lays streas on ideas of revolution and 
reform which are directly opposed to 
the communist purposes of destroy- 
ing morality. As the Nationalist 
Government is now working for the 
purification of the Kuomintang 
Party, more definitely, by driving 
out all communistic elements, such 
anti-Christian slogans should be 
abolished at as early a date as 
posible. We may thus avoid being 
cheated by the communists and also 
follow the example of the late Dr. 
Sun Yateen, who had himeelf 
religious belief during his life. 
We may further add that slogans of 
down with any religion should be 
simultaneously discontinued. 


Answer of the Executive 
Committees of the Central 
Kuomintang Government 
of China 


The main idea of the letter is aa follows: 


In response to your letter, re- 
questing the realization of religious 
liberty and the abolition of all 
slogans, anti-Christian and against 
other religions, we beg to call your 
attention to the following fact: In 
the 93rd meeting of the Central 
Political Conference on the 13th of 
May during the year 1927, Dr. C. C. 
Wu brought out the petition from 
various Christian leaders, namely 
Dr. David Z. T. Yui and others, for 
protection to be given to all religious 
organizations and the resolution was 
passed that the general public be 
instructed by government orders that 
they must not misunderstand the 
the meaning of imperialism and 
become anti-foreign and anti-reli- 
gious and violate the religious liberty 
of people, Chinese as well as 
foreigners. This shows that the 
Kuomintang Government has openly 
advocated religious liberty. All 
matters concerning religion should 


be dealt with according to this 
resolution and there seems to be no 
need to reconsider this question now.” 


CHINA IN AMERICA 


During parte of December and 
January I had the opportunity of 
representing the National Christian 
Council in America. I attended and 
addressed the following conferences: — 
Theological Students Conference; 
Student Volunteer Convention, both 
in Detroit: the Conference of Women’s 
Boards of Foreign Missions; the Foreign 
Missions Conference of North America; 
the Association of American Colleges 
and Universitiee—all three in Atlantic 
City. I aleo made a number of visita, 
speaking in Seattle, New York, 
Philadelphia, Richmond (Ind), 
Denver, Berkeley, San Francisco and 
Honolulu, not to mention addresses in 
Tokio, Osaka and Kobe. The visit 
gave one an excellent opportunity of 
presenting important aspects of the 

ristian Movement in China and 
also some chance of discovering the 
point of view of American Christians 
towards this country and the Mission- 
ary Movement. Without attempting 
to give any detailed account of this 
varied and hurried trip, I may note a 
few impressions received — perhaps 
rather superficial, but aleo it may be of 
interest to readers of the Bulletin. 


1. The goodwill towards and 
interest in China was marked among 
all groups with whom I came in 
contact. At the same time the news 
about China is very meagre and there 
is a great deal of ignorance even among 
those whom one would expect to be 
well-informed. 


2. There were two extreme 
positions. On the one hand were 
many who saw only hope in the 
situation and seemed to close their 
eyes to the darker facts, who never 
realized the long and hard task before 
China and were ill-prepared for delays. 
On the other hand a large number seem 
disillusioned and almost in despair, 
feeling that China has failed to solve 
her problems and that it is no use 
trying to help her. Between these 
extremes there seemed to me great 
need for the word of sober optimism, 


helping people to see how great are the 
difficulties before China but how she is 
steadily moving towards their solution. 


8. Very many were bewildered. 
They wanted to help China and did 
not know how. Missionaries speak 
with different emphases and have had 
very different experiences. Some 
seem to feel their work in China is 


done, while they are yet conscious of 
This 


unused powers and vitality. 
does not encourage others to come 
forward. There is a question whether, 
after all, China will not be best helped 
by being left alone for a period. 


4. Nevertheless many are eagerly 
looking for a way out of this period of 
bewilderment and uncertainty. This 
was expreased by the Foreign Missions 
Conference in their appointment of a 
Commission to discus the policy of 
mission boards in China with a group 
of Chinese Christiane. This

Jerusalem with some of the Chinese

America has been passing through a 
difficult time in her relations with 
China, both in the field of politics and 
in that of religion. The challenge to 
Christian education, the question as to 
whether it is possible to carry forward 
Christian schools under the conditions 
laid down by Chinese governments 


today, the uncertainty as to the type 
of work that missionaries can most 
usefully render during this transitional 
stage, the desire to avoid anything like 
imperialism in religions propaganda, 
—these tendencies and influences are 
a very important factor in the present 
situation. They are affecting not 
simply the relatively uninformed 
missionary enthusiast, but those who 
are most deeply committed to and 
moet closely following the movement. 
For missionary and Chinese leaders it 
seems to me ecasential that we keep 
our heads and remember the 
fundamental bases on which the 
missionary work of the church has 
been built and that we help our friends 
at home to eee what adjustments are 
necessary in view of changing condi- 
tions #0 that the work may go forward 
more fruitfully than ever in the new 
day. The churches of America look 
for this belp. To many readers of the 
Bulletin there are given and will be 


given opportunities for rendering it.

MOVEMENTS OF 
SECRETARIES 


As readers of the Bulletin know, 
the General Secretary, Dr. C. F. Cheng, 
and K OC. are absent 
from China at the present time in 
attendance at the meeting of the 
International Missionary Council in 
Jerusalem. Mr. Lobenstine expects 
to be back in the office on the 17th of 
May. It is likely that Dr. Cheng will 
epend a few weeks in visite in Singa- 
pore and the Siraite Settlements and 
perhaps in Canton and one or two 
other centers in South China on his 
way back to Shanghai. It is hoped 
that Dr. Cheng will be able to give a 
considerable amount of time during 
the few months following his return 
from Jerusalem to travel in various 
parts with the object of communicating 
to the churches the ideas and inspira- 
tion coming out of the Jerusalem 
Meeting. It is also hoped that Mr. 
Lobenstine may be free for work of 
this kind. 


Miss L. K. Haass spent from 
February 22nd till the end of March 
visiting in North China. Part of her 


time was spent in Yenching Univer- 
sity, working with a faculty group in 
the preparation of literature for the 
committee. Opportunity was also 
given for conference concerning train- 
ing for industrial work and for 
discussion of research projects both in 
Peking and Tientsin. In Tientsin a 
study had just been completed of 
women in industry, and Mie Haas 
conferred with various groupe concern- 
ing work which might be undertaken 
as a result. In Chefoo attention was 
given to the economic problems of the 
home and industrial clube. 


Gideon Chen, after spending more 
than three months in Foochow and 
Amoy, i now beck in the office. 
Besides writing articles for the 
Industrial bulletins and the National 
Christian Chinese Bulletin, 
and translating two pamphiets, he 
spoke more than twenty times in 
churches, prayer meetings, univer- 
sities, echools, Y.M.C.A’s and 
forth. A preliminary industrial 
conference was aleo called in Foochow 
in which the local labor and agri- 
cultural conditions and the task of the 
Christian church in facing them were 
presented. Resolutions to hold « Fal 
conference in the summer and recom- 
mendations to set up a special institute 
to equip partors with industrial 
knowledge and ideals were adopted. 
The Commissioner of Education 
invited him to give a reries of public 
lectures on economic probleme at the 
School of Law and Political Science. 
His impression of Foochow was that 
there is needed a period of quiet = 
that people may regain their courage 
in order to go ahead. Amoy rather 
lacks stimulus to push more vigorously 
the Christian enterprise. 


Since his return from America, 
Dr. Hodokin has been staying in 
Shanghai. He plans to leave for 
Central China about the end of April 
attending, with the Rev. Djang Fang, 
the Liang Hu Synod of the Church of 
Christ in China, due to begin in Han- 
kow on the third of May, subsequently 
visiting Changsha and perhaps one or 
two other centers in Hunan, and then 


attending if possible the General

be Prudential Committee has 
received with grateful and favorable 
appreciation an overture from the 
Congregational Church of Winnetka, 
Illinois. 


In response to thie overture, the 
Prodential Committee is disposed, in 
behalf of the American Board, to 
petition the United States Govern- 
ment, through the State Department 
that it make it posible for the 
misionaries of the American Board 
who desire to live outside the conce- 
sions, legations and other “protected 
areas to be given only euch diplomatic 
protection as may be provided without 
the ure, threat or show of military 


force and by such methods only as 


will promote good will in personal 
and official relations. 


“The Prudential Committee submits 
this statement of ite purpose to the 
China misionaries’of the American 
Board in order to Wut their full 
judgment before presenting this peti- 
tion to the government. 


“The Prudential Committee eubmite 
thie statement of ite purpose to the 
other missionary Boards of our country 
having work in China, through the 
Foreign Missions Conference, in the 
hope that these Boards will join in 

be Coramitiee would express its 
earnest sympathy with the hopes of 
the establishment of a stable and just 
government in China, and, acting for 
the American Board, will continue to 
seek, through the State Department, 
such speedy revision of the existing 
treaties with China as shall contribute 
to better relations between the two 
nations. 

In relation to this action, the 
Foreign Missions Conference of North 
America, meeting from January 10th 
to 18th at Atlantic City, passed the 
following resolutions: 


That the resolutions adopted by 
the Prudential Committee of the 
A. B. C. F. M. relative to the protection 


of missionaries be forwarded to the 
Mission Boards of North America, 
having mission work in China, and 
that they be requested to report their 
action to the Committee of Reference 


That in the judgment of this 
Conference the use or threat of foreign 


military force for the protection of 


that the effort should be made to 
secure for those missionaries desiring 
it the privilege of waiving their right 
to such protection 


Inquiries have been made of authori- 
ties on international law as to the 
possibility of American citizens waiv- 
ing their rights, and letters have been 
received from eeveral persone. The 
main pointe brought out in thes 
letters are: 


1. That the citizen cannot prevent 
a government's taking action if it 
desires. The government may feel 
that it ower a duty to ite citizens 
generally which ie inconsistent with 
allowing any one citizen or group of 
citizens to waive their rights. 


2. It pes bie for the President, 
under special circumstances, to accept 
arrangements whereby an individual 


section might prejudice the position of 
another section,——whether of miasion- 
aries or other foreign residents, who 
were not prepared to take this course.

precluded from taking such action as

Action by the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Reform Church 
in the United States, 


January 6, 1928 


The Board of Foreign Missions of 
the Reformed Church in the United 
States adopted a policy for China at 
ite meeting in January which u too 
long to quote in full. Emphasis is 
placed upon the fact that the Board is 
facing a new era; upon the fidelity of 
Chinese Christiane in this difficult 
period; upon the necessity of partner- 
ship between Chinese and foreigners 
in the work in China; and on other 
similar matters. In regard to 
indemnities the Board states that they 
desire to waive any right they may 
have and will not file any claim. In 
view, however, of the fact that some of 
the missionaries have sustained heavy 
losses, the Board will arrange to restore 
the same as far as possible. Towards 
the close of the statement of policy the 
following words are used: 


The present concern of the Board 
of Foreign Missions is not so much 
with the temporary arrest of the work 
of the missionaries and the financial 
losses as a result of the disturbances in 
China, for we know that the present is 
a period of transition in the missionary 
work in China, but our concern is that 
the faith of our people fail not in the 
ultimate victory of the Gospel of Jeeus 
Christ in China. In the centuries 
past the Church of Christ has had to 
meet conditions similar to those in 
China and the Lord has always made 
plain His way to His people who with 
patience wait on Him. The work of 
Missions is the plan of God for the 
salvation of the whole world. As we 
curry on the work with this purpose in 
mind, we will count it all joy when 
sufferings and befall wa, 
knowing that in the end Hise Kingdom 
will come and His will be done on 
earth as in heaven. 


Extract from Minutes of 
Foreign Missions Con-

Reorganization of the Christian 
Endeavor Society 


We have received a communicstion 
from the Secretary of the China 
(Christian Endeavor Union «tating that 
a Reorganization Committee, consist- 
ing of Dr. C. v. Cheng, Rev. Joshua 
Vale, Rev. Howard Judd, Rev. C. K. 
Lee, and Rev. K. T. Chung has been 
appointed by the World’s Endeavor 
Union to carry on the Christian 
Endeavor work in China temporarily. 
The Union has ite new office in the 
Christian Literature Society Building, 
148 North Ssechuan Road. This 
office has been kindly given for three 
months by the Christian Literature 
Society. Mr. Lee Ching-an, serving 
as Secretary, and Mr. Shen Zung-hua 
as Business Secretary, started work on 
the first of March. The new Endeavor 
Topic Book is in the course of prepara- 
tion and it is hoped that it may be 
published in the early autumn. A 
survey as to the condition of the 
unions in other parts of China will be 
carried forward as rapidly as possible. 
As no list of endeavor societies has 
been turned over to this committee, if 
officers of local societies, or mission- 
aries connected with churches where 
there are societies will kindly send 
such information to the office, it will 
greatly facilitate the work. The 
World’s Union is sending either Dr. 
Price or some other representative to 
China in the near future. 


The Child Welfare Association 
in China 


Information has been received from 
Dr. A. J. Fisher about the formation 
of the Child Welfare Association of 
China in America whose purpose it is 
to raise funds for the welfare of the 
children in China. A meeting was 
called on the 14th of March to discus 
the matter. Mr. H. H. Kung, 
Minister of Industry and Labour, in 
the Nanking Government, Mre. P. W. 
Koo, Mes. H. C. Mei, Mr. F.C. Kao 
and Mrs. H C. Bau of the Commercial 
Press and others were present. It was 
decided to appoint a Committe on 
Organization, consisting of Mre. Kuo, 
Dr. Rawlinson, Rev. K. T. Chung, 
Mr. Kao, Garfield Huang, and Gideon 
Chen to prepare for the organization 
meeting of the Association in China. 


Directory of Missionaries 


Mr. Boynton resumed thie year the 
editorship of the Directory of Protest- 
ant Mistions in China which has been 
published for the National Christian 
Council by the Kwang Huch Publi- 
hing House, 44 Peking Road ($1.00, 
postage extra §.10). The 1928 
which appeared on March 26th, 
preeents some radical departures from 
jous issues. Two sections have 
entirely eliminated, the directory 
by mission affiliation and the 
geographical arrangement. In the 
alphabetical arrangement, all those 
definitely reported to be out of China 
are omitted. The Chinese equivalents 
of foreign names Which originally 
appeared in the mission lists have now 
been placed in the alphabetical list. 
On the other hand, the Index of 
Societies, which was formerly merely 
a guide to the Society lists which 
followed, has been expanded into a 
useful Directory of Societies, giving 
the home addresses of the sending 
organizations as well as the China 
addresses of mission administrative 
officials, together with telegraphic and 
cable addresses and an indication of 
the code books in use by each. 


The bulk of the book, in epite of 
numerous advertisements, has been 
reduced to less than 200 pages (from 
580) and the number of names of 
missionaries from over 8000 to 
approximately 4400. A supplement 


with changes since January 1928 is in 
course of preparation for early issue. 
Any additional names for inclusion 
(or removal) should be reported to 
Mr. Boynton at the Council’s offices. 


National Christian Council 
Research Library 


The library of the National Chris- 
tian Council for three years occupied 
quarters on the sixth floor of the 
Missions Building. In ite new 
quarters on the ground floor, it ix 
more accesible to Christian leaders, 
but ite inadequacies are more appar- 
ent. A meeting of representatives of 
organizations in the building on March 
29th made suggestions for its enlarge- 
ment and use which are being carried 
into effect. A supervisory committee 
of those who may contribute moet to 
this end is being formed and plans 
perfected for cooperation with other 
libraries in order to secure complemen- 
tary material and not to duplicate. 


Primarily a reference library on 
Christian life and work in Ching 
contains a fairly complete collection of 
all Chinese publications of mission 
and other Christian presses in China, 
which is constantly being brought up 
to date by accemions by gifts or 
purchase from the publishers. It aleo 
affords the most complete repository 
in China of the published reports of 
Christian organizations of every kind. 
About fifty periodicals in English and 
nearly as many more in Chinese come 
with more or less regularity to its 
shel ves. 


It is now proposed to widen its 
scope to include additional working 
material in religious education, the 
faiths of China and the impact of 
Christianity and western thought on 
the life and thought of China and in 
short to strengthen it on every side 
that will make it a useful working 
tool to all the occupants of the Missions 
Building or other Christian leaders in 
Shanghai in connection with their 
problems. 


The librarian, Mr. W. H. Nieh, is 
publishing monthly lisis of recent 
accessions to the library, in English 
and Chinese, which are available to a 
limited number of applicants.

We have received with great 
pleasure the first number of the 
magazine issued by the Continuation 
Committee of the Stockholm Con- 
ference through its permanent Social 
Institute in Geneva. The magazine is 
written in three languages, French, 
German and English, and is called 
Stockholm It is published 
quarterly and can be obtained either 
through Vandenhoeck and Ruprecht 
in Gottingen or the Oxford University 
Prem, London. Several of the articles 
contained in this magazine are of 
epecial interest to workers in China. 
The National Christian Council 
Library will be receiving the maga- 
sine regularly and it will be posible 
for tho who are in Shanghai to e 
thie ieeue in the reading room on the 
ground floor of the Missions Building. 
We wish well to this new venture and 
hope that some of our readers will 
take it in for themeelves. 

A Christian Book Club 

We are glad to eee that a movement 
is on foot to start a book club for 
Chinese Christians with the object of 
helping Christian leaders to be more 
regular in their study of the best 
religious literature. According to the 
plan, every month a book will be 
wilected and sent to every member of 
the club. The books will be available 
at half price and those who join will 
be at liberty either to keep the book or 
to return it for another one. Inquiries 
in regard to the club should be 
addressed to the National Christian 
Literature Association, 20 Museum 
Road, Shanghai. 

Finances 

A statement of the financial affairs 
for the National Christian Coungil for 
the year ending March 3ist has just 
been prepared for audit, which contains 
several items of interest to readers of 
this BULLETIN. The total receipts 
for the year in current account were 
$70,941.87 of which $8253.61 was 
brought forward from the previous 
year. The balance on hand at the 
close of the year was $7921.86, indi- 
cating that the expenditures exceeded 
the receipts by approximately $300.00. 

A noteworthy item in expenditure 
was the increase of expenditures for 
the Chinese staff, due to the addition 
of two secretaries during the year, and 
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the increase of the clerical staff, with 
the replacement of one foreign helper 
by Chinese. 

The gifts from abroad, through 
mission organizations, were greater 
than in any previous year. Gifts 
from Chinese sources were practically 
the same as for the preceding year, in 
spite of troubled conditions throughout 
China. 

A tentative budget of $80,000 for 
the year beginning April 1 has been 
approved by the Executive Committee, 
which it is hoped to meet by increased 
revenve from Chinese sources and 
from additional income available from 
the Missions Building. This budget 
is necessitated by further increases to 
the Chinese secretarial staff authorized 
by the Annual Meeting, making it 
posible to render an increased service 
to the churches by visitation and 
otherwise. 


Emergency School of 
Chinese Studies 

The work of this School in Shanghai 
formally clored on March Zlst and a 
subsequent meeting of the General 
Committee received final reports from 
the Director, Mr. Moncrieff, who has 
since left for Weet China. The Com- 
mittee dissolved after disposing of the 
assets of the achool, through distribu- 
tion of remaining funds to the orga- 
nizations which have contributed to 
its guarantee and maintenance funds. 
Altogether 196 pupils profited by the 
work of the School, during its nine 
months of work. A full printed 
report is being published and will be 
sent to all interested parties, by the 
Treasurer of the Emergency School, 
Room 810, Miasions Building, Shang- 
hai. This report includes full state- 
ment of courses, instructors, pupils 
enrolled with courses taken, a brief 
history of the School, and detailed 
financial statement.

The Jerwalem Meeting will be over 
when these lines are read. We need 
to pray for those who have been there 
that the impressions may deepen and 
that they may be able to pass on and 
carry out what was there given to 
them; and for all others to whom 
comes the call through Jerusalem that 
we may have vision and courage and 
patience to press forward into new fields 
of service and to adapt our methods 
to meet the demande of thie day. 

‘here are still many missionaries 
uncertain as to their movements, eager 
to return if possible, but for various 
causes unable to decide, Let us unite 
in prayer that the will of God may be 
clearly known to such and that the 
way may open for the many who are 
sorely needed to go back soon. May 
we also continue to pray for the 
churches and individual Christians 
who are feeling the need of help and 
that as missionaries return they may 
have insight and adaptability to take 
up just the right position under new 
conditions. 

For the Chinese who have lately 
undertaken heavy new responsibilities 
as presidents of schools and colleges 
and in other ways, we thank God, 
seeing o many signs that they have 
been called of Him and are meeting 
the situation with faith and courage. 
Let us pray for them that with tact 
and humility, with fearless following 
of the truth and preseverance in the 
right they may more than justify the 
high hopes with which they have been 
called to such service. 

For China’s national leaders, let us 
pray that they may find the way 
speedily to unity and peace within the 
nation and that the plans for a better 
understanding with other nations me 
soon be realized. 
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
